I think thet ve will all egroo that a letter statigg that tho station 
approciates your report,and thanks you for it,docs not roally convey tho idea 
that your report has been checked,and is correct, The chanco that thoy did 
chock it against the station log,and find it corroct,still oxists, But,by. the 
same token,it is just aa possible that they did not check the roports

To either of those lotters,most stations have a standing policy to sond out a 
form letter,or to write one cspecially,stating that they appreciate your 
report,and interosts This,thon,is ‘public reletions,dnd thoy do want your 
interest,continuedjand otherwise, But,this return letter doos not constitute a 
varie..4t amounts to a thank you letters 

Butyyou say,this is tho only type of letter most stations send out, To this 
I have only one answer.,it is possible that this is ad,but not probable, I believe 
that’ my form of verification and report writing fairly standard,and therefor, 

I think that my reports which como back with a verification letter atating that 

ny roport of such and such dats is correct(has been checked,ate.) aro representative, 
If you have trouble getting such verios,one of two things is wrong: You are 

not using tact vhen writing for vattes,and you only serve to antagonize tite 

station personelZ,or you do not include sufficent information in your report 
tovarrant a positive veri, I have beon told by stations, that if Dyors will 

include sufficont information,they will send vhat constitutes a positive 

verio, If not,then they will normally send a thank you typo letter, 

One more slant to this veric business. If you'have ever made a rocord 
logging,you will most likely want to keep your logging from being topped. 

But 4f ve,as DXer,begin to accept these thank you letters as veries, than 
someone will como up with some record broaking loggings which they think are 
verified by thank you°notes, If vo accept such verification avidence, there 
may be a deluge of such crack pot record loggings. May,I say,because I already 
Imow of nearly three dozen such logeings which sone "so called Dkers" try to 
pass off as real DX,and they swear to having loggod it, This type of DXer is 
usually a psuedo electronic engineer,and can give you any number of holpful(?) 
hints on making your DX set up hotter,or tel you how he has. (My only 
suggostion,be ware of such follows, I don't vant them in the DXing hobby..and 
Iam very suro that we can get along just fino vithout them, 
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I of course mean no slander on such fino engineers like Gordon Simkin, ~ 
fellows who really know what, mskes TV tick,and from whom we all, can learn, 

So lets boil this verie business down to just.a few simple statements. 
Suppose we accept these thank you letters as verics,only when it can‘be 
assumed that no one---repeat no one——-hes ever gotten any other type of 
verio(meaning positive veris)from the station involved. In the case of 
vorie cards(QSL cards) which statio send out,lets assume that if these 
cards have a space for filling in the tine,date,ete of your reception, 
that the reports have been ehecked for correctness.If not,than the cards ere 
just another thenk you.This should take care of ali of the questions, Yes, 
photos also vount,and although it is possible to fako,and exchange photos, 
T will assume that no one is thet dishonest. If thoy are,it will eventually 
show up.Hesides,if it gets down to facts,stations keep records of the #74 
particular ids used at any given time,and it is possible to check with then 
to see if the photograph taken of a record logging actually checks with. the 
recorded date,Tape recorded data is also passablo,aithough,again,it, may. 
ofcourse be faked.And,it may be checked for correctness, Pf electronically, 
and through the station involved. on 

‘After ell fellovs,I aa mroly trying to set up high standards for our 
hobby.If you want them so low that any character with a typewriter and a 
newspaper from Habana(with sthe TV schedules) can get a verie,all right, It's 
your hobby,and it will only be what you mike it, What will it be,shigh or 
low?
